Tbat from and after the 


passage of this ordinance it shall be 
unlawful, and is hereby forbidden, 
for any person or persons to throw 
waste paper, sweepings, ashes, ma- 
nure, household waste, nails, rubbish 
or refuse of any kind into any public 
square, street or alley of the Borough 
of Bedford, or to interfere with, scat- 
ter or disturb the contents of any 
receptacle or receptacles containing 
ashes, garbage, household waste or 
rubbish, which shall be placed upon 
any of the public squares, streets or 
alleys for the collection of such 
waste or refuse matter. 


Any person or persons who shall 


violate any of the provisions of this 
ordinance 
shall, 
upon 
conviction 


thereof, before the Chief Burgess or 
any Justice of the Peace, be sen- 
tenced to pay >the costs of prosecu- 
tion, and to forfeit and pay a fine not 
exceeding ten dollars tor each and 
every such offense, and in default of 
the payment thereof, shall be com- 
mitted and imprisoned in the Bor- 
ough lockup or the County Jail of 
Bedford County for a period not ex- 
ceeding ten days. 


An ordinance relating to accumu- 


lations of garbage or rubbish upon 
private properties in the Borough of 
Bedford, Pennsylvania. 


Be it ordained and enacted by the 


Chief Burgess and the Town Council 
of the Borough of Bedford, Pennsyl- 
vania, and 'it is hereby ordained and 
enacted by the authority of the same. 


That from and after the passage of 


ordinance, all persons are pro- 


rom depositing or permitting 


to be deposited any garbage or rub- 
bish upon their lots or premises with- 
in the Borough of Bedford, Pennsyl- 
vania. 


Any person or persons violating 


any—of the "provisions ei this or-di- 
nance, shall upon conviction before 
the Chief Burgess or any Justice of 
the Peace, be punished by a fine not 
exceeding five dollars, or by impris- 
onment in the Borough lockup for a 
period of not exceeding five days. 


The ordinance prohibiting spitting 


or expectorating on the sidewalks 
also will be strictly enforced.

He said 
that he had that fear himself as much 
as any man, but he found that when 
he got fixed in a chair in front of a 
desk with paper before him the im- 
pulse to write arose and a sort of de- 
sire to cover the sheets held him to 
the task. 
He, early in his experi- 
ence, found that it was a poor plan 
to worry or think about the magni- 
tude or the long way to the end of 
the task, but to consider only the 
day's work and to try to make that a 
good one.

When 
investigations

made 


by sanitary experts the water of 
many of these wells and springs has 
time and again shown pollution, 
which means that they are positively 
dangerous for human 
consumption.

it contains sewage organisms which 
may cause typhoid fever or dysentery 
when taken into the system. Much 
of our rural typhoid is due to pol- 
luted wells and springs.

According to figures just made 


public by the Department of Agricul- 
ture nearly eleven million animals 
can be grazed on the 160 national 
forests during the present year. This 
enormous numbter of live animals in- 
cludes nearly two million head of 
cattle and horses, nine million head 
of sheep and goats and about sixty- 
five thousand hogs. 
This means an 


increase for the current year of about 
thirty-eight thousand cattle and hors- 
es and three hundred forty-seven 
thousand sheep and goats, although 
the gross area of the national for- 
ests at the beginning of 1914 is al- 
most a million acres less than at the 
beginning of 1913. 


For several years past the carrying 


capacity of the national forest ranges 
has been slowly rising, which, forest 
officers say, indicates an improvement 
in general grazing conditions, and a 
better utilization of the forage re- 
sources. 


On the land recently acquired by 


the federal government within the 
Appalachian region of the east, regu- 
lated grazing has been undertaken 
this year on six distinct areas.'"

JUDGE GUSTAV A. ENDLICH 


Non-Partisan Candidate for Judge of

"Rights and Liabilities of Married 
•Women in Pennsylvania," 493 pages, 
1889. 


His books are quoted as authority 


in all the courts of Pennsylvania and 
his work in the "Interpretation of 
Statutes" is regarded as an authority 
in the Courts of all English speaking 
countries. His reputation is not con- 
fined to the State of Pennsylvania, 
but is national and international. His 
books are found in every considerable 
private and public law library in the 
Uniied States. 


He is one of the most industrious 


of contemporary judges. 
His total 
production of legal literature, includ- 
ing books .and opinions,: amounts to 
upwards of 17,000 pages.

To Hold Down a Good Job is a Very 


Simple Matter. 


Harrisburg, Pa., May 12—Well, 


well, since I have come north I hear 
so much complaining about trade and 
business being slow that I long to be 
south again, and the letter I had 
from my old friend, Thomas Fetter, 
today makes me homesick for the 
south, where I have always had nice 
trade but this section is suffering 
from too much bad legislation. This 
is my idea of it. all. Bad politicians 


and these of no one party have placed 
an obstruction to business by their 
bad talk.- Yes, these politicians capi- 
talize hatred of the man who is suc- 
ceeding' all right, taking from him 
who has and giving to him who has 
not. 


Each new statute in every state, as 
well as those enacted at Washington, 
has had a tendency to restrict busi- 
ness as it had been previously con- 
ducted. I have not read of a single 
law having been enacted for the pur- 
pose of increasing the earnings of 
any industry. 
I have not seen any 
law for the avowed purpose or object 
of building up or of expanding. Bach 
and every law that has been .enacted 
during recent years that has touched 
on business at all has done so' for the 
purpose of holding it down. in some 
way or other. Bigness has been con- 
demned and large industries have 
been sidetracked or split asunder. 
Without fully realizing, what they 
have done, the people, through their 
lawmakers, have so tread upon and 
bound business that it is today in 
such condition as to grieve every pa- 
triotic citizen. We are now having a. 
silent but powerful protest against 
all this. How sad to have it come in' 
form of thousands and tens of thous- 
ands of workmen being dismissed by 
the railroads, factories and other 
such like plants that have been throt- 
tled by the very laws and lawmakers 
of the present age. How true it is of 
the man who dares, for he always 
wins. 


There is a vast difference between 
holding a job and following a voca- 
tion, which is the men and boys 
now working in the P-nut factory do- 
ing? 
My idea is that to hold down 
a job is a very simple matter, but 
to follow a vocation is something en- 
tirely different. 
To follow a. voca- 
tion means that you are busy night 
arid day as your calling, for it will 
be on your mind at all times. You 
can't shake it off at all. As I have 
said before when the dull days come, 
the job holders are laid off but the 
vocation men are kept on the pay 
roll as long as there is an}' money in 
the till with which to pay them. 'Tis 
true that all cannot gain eminence 
as Frank Bowser, yet every hard- 
working and honest man can make 
his way. 


A man may rail in one pursuit and 
not fail in another. Tact may adapt 
him to one occupation more than to 
another. 
Goldsmith was a bungling 
surgeon, but grace and beauty shone 
forth in all his literary articles. 
Every great achievement, every great 
invention [Westinghouse] started as 
an idea in some one's mind. If Edi- 
son had been satisfied to remain a 
telegraph operator, all his life, he 
never would have attained the won- 
derful position of usefulness that he 
occupies before the whole world to- 
day. 
Employes appreciate being tak- 


en into the confidence of the manage- 
ment and I verily believe that the 
more information about the com- 
pany's business there is transmitted 
to the organization the more inter- 
est the organization will take in the 
company's business. 
Commendation, 
praise 
and a substantial reward 
should be hunting its man at all 
times. The whole body of employes, 
yea the whole spirit of the organiza- 
tion should be looking for rewards 
in kind words rather than in dodging 
blame.
